ernor’s Name on List 
of Possibilities. 


Washington, May 26.—(Special.)—There is 
every indication tonight that Georgia is to 
be ‘given one of the brigadier generals soon 
to be appointed, and that the recipient of 
the honor will be none other than the gov- 
nor of the state. Governor Atkinson's name 
is now on the list of prespective appointees. 
That list was made out by the secretary of 
war and Adjutant General Corbin, but it 
has yet to ba passed upon by the presi- 
dent. No man’s place on that list is, there- 
fore, certain, but the governor’s name !s on 
it, and there is a good chance of its re- 
maining there, 

The announcement of this fact will be a 
big surprise to the members of the Georgia 


delegation, for none of them know it as yet. | 


There has been but-dittle talk of a briga- 
diership of late, it being pretty generally 
taken for granted that Georgia's chances 
were slim, and particularly has the gover- 
nor been regarded as gut of the running 


‘ever since the caucus selected Colonel 


Wight as Georgia's candidate. 

The governors Nname-got on that. list 
without any wiré-pulling or influence; so 
far as can be ascertained. Congressman 
Adamson has all along labored and sup- 
ported him and two or three other mem- 
bers of the delegation have been regarded 
as friendly to his appointment, but they 
have none of them been in a position to 
press the matter to the notice of the presi- 
dent or department. Indeed, it had been 
intimated strongly to them that there was 
no chance for civil appoinments to this 
office for some time to come. 

Chosen as a Compromise. 

The governor has, it seems, been chosen 
as a sort of compromise as between Colonel 
Gordon and Colonel Wight. The president 
has from the first been very friendly to 
Colonel Gordon and has gone so far as to 
say outright that he was sorry the delega- 
tion had not seen fit to indorse the Savan- 
nah man’s appointment. The senators and 
representatives have on the other hand 


‘been pressing the appointment of Colonel 


Wight, who was the choice of the confer- 
ence which they held some time ago. 

This second call for volunteers has opened

Whether the governor will be appointed is 
still uncertain. This Hist from the war 
office has yet to receive the approval of 
the appointing power in the white house, 
and that tn the face of the strong fight for 
position that is coming from all sides. The 
senators and representatives from Georgia 
are working for Wight, and some of them 
may make a strong personal fight againet 
the appointment of Governor Atkinson, re- 
viving the suggestion that only one with 
full military experience should be given 
so high a command. If an appoitn-ment 
were made tqnight, however, the man se- 
lected would be William Yates Atkinson 


Meeting and a Note to the Pow- 
ers Protesting Against the 
American Methods Is 
Formulated. 


Madrid, May 27.—The dominant note of 
public opinion here is a desire to find some 
way to honorable peace, as Spain has 
nothing to gain by an indefinite prolonga- 
tion of hostilities. 

All idea that France will intervene, 
however, is now abandoned, and hopes are 
fixed upon the possibility that Duke Alme- 
dovar de Rio, the new minister of foreign 
affairs, will find some fitting occasion on 
which to take the initiative. 

The political outlook is brighter, and the 
ministerialists believe that a cabinet crisis 
ean be averted. Captain Aunon, minister 
of marine, declared in the cortes today 
(Thursday) that when an opportunity pre- 
sented itself the cabinet would not fail to 
do it best to bring about am hoporable 
peace. 

In the chamber of deputies Senor Cassel, 
director of The Imparcial, denounced the 


‘alleged acts of some of the American war- 


ships as being contrary to international law. 
He also moved that a pension be granted 
to the family of the captain of the Reina 
Marta Cristina, who perished at Cavite. 

The minister of marine, Captain Aunon, 
accepted the proposition. 

‘In the senate, Count Allmanes istro- 
duced the question, of pri atéering, urging 
the government {6 Qaupt ‘privathating “In 
view of the American proceedings.” 

The minister for foreign affairs, Duke 
Almedovar de Rio, declared the matter waa 
inopportune’ and could not be debated. Count 
Almenas, However, insisted, but the pres- 
ident of the senate refused to allow the dis- 
cussion to continue. 

Agusti Imitates Blanco. 

Governor General Agusti, the Spanish 
commander at Manila, seems to be follow- 
ing the tactics of Captain General Blanco 
at Havana in sending out, for the encour- 
agement of the Spaniards, “‘news” of re- 
peated alleged reverses to the American 
arms. A -dispatch from Manila, just re- 
ceived here, says: 

‘The United States cruiser Baltimore was 
disabled by an explosion which occurred on 
board her. . : 

“The Americans attempted to land arms 
and ammunition at Binacayan, ang the 
Spanish troops, who occupied a good po- 
sition, permitted the Americans to land, 
when they fel] upon them and captured the 
arms and ammunition.’’ 

According ,to El Epoca, the conservative 
organ, the cabinet council today, the queen 
regent presiding, discussed three points in 
the proposed note to the powers—the man- 
ner of the bombardmgnts by the Amori- 
can squadron, the alleged use of the Span- 
ish flag by the Americans at Guantanamo 
and the cutting of international cables by 
the Americans. 

Duke Almedovar de Rio conferred until 
a late hour this evening with Senor Leon 
y Castillo, the Spanish ambassador to 
France. 

News from £adiz describes the trial of 
the artillery of the armored cruiser Em- 
perador Carlos Quinto. All the warships 
at Cadiz have steam up constantly, and ac- 
cordingly early yesterday the Emperador 
Carlos Quinto left the harbor, carrying a 
commission of experts. 

Three shots were fired from the 28-centt- 
meter gun, which is mounted in a protected 
turret, with electric and hand firing me- 
chanism, the Bmperador Carlos Quinto be- 
ing the only Spanish warship furnished 
with these improved appliances. The trials 
were made by hand, one shot horizontal, 
the others to the port and starboard at 
from fifteen to twenty degrees with ex- 
cellent results. Shots were also fired from 
the ten and fourteen centimeter guns, from 
the 67-millimeter guns and from a 37-milli- 
meter mitrailleuse with excellent results.

Invasion—Everything 
Is Uncertain. 


Key West, Pla., May 2%.—Definite news 
of the American squadron’s operations in 
Cuban waters was received here this after- 
noon, fully confirming the general situa- 
tion outlined in these dispatches last night 
and this morning. 

Commodore Schley is believed to be off 
Santiago de Cuba today and definite infor- 
mation as to the exact situation in so far 
as it affects Admiral Cervera’s situation 
may be expected tonight or tomorrow. 

Rear Admiral Sampson is to proceed 
quickly to the assistance of Commodore 
Schley with any or all of his ships on re- 
ceipt of definite word from Commodore 
Schley and at the same time fe remains 
‘within striking distance of Havana. 

If hcwever, Commodore Schley reports 
that Admiral Cervera is bottled up at San- 
tlago de Cuba, the naval view is that he 
will be permitted to finish the business at 
that point with the ships now under his 
direct command.

Vate soldiers who were captured on the 
Spanish steamer Argonaluta, and ‘who*have 
been confined at Fort McPherson; Atlanta, 
arrived here today on the stoumer City of 
Key West. 

They were immediately taken in a small 
hoat to the United States revenue cutter 
Hamilton, where they will remain until 
exchanged for Hayden Jones and Charles 
Thrall, American newspaper correspond- 
ents who landed in Cuba recently and 
were captured. The details of the transfer 
have already been arranged. An Anieritan 
vessel will convey the Spaniards to Ha- 
vana harbor and the exchange will be ef- 
fected by boats carrying flags of truce. 

May Use the Captured Prizes. 

Yesterday soon after the sailing of Rear 
Admiral Sampson’s squadron, Commodore 
Schley’s squadron having gone to thé south 
of Cuba a day or two before, there were 
left at Key West seventeen vessels of war, 
these consisting entirely of converted tugs 
and auxiliary gunboats of small size, but 
of considerable@fighting power. 

Far back in the harbor are the captured 
Spanish vessels, swinging at their anchors. 
The prize vessels constitute a fleet almost 
as formidable as that now walting at Port 
Tampa to carry the troops to Cuba, and in 
view of the fact that those twenty-seven 
transports can only accommodate from 
16,000 to 20,000 troops, army men are won- 
dering if the Spanish steamers might not 
be available for the purpose. 

The work of fortifying ‘Key West has 
gone along rapidly. The old fort with 
its ancient “cannon” is of small account, 
but the new fort is of a substantial char- 
acter and will mount some formidable 
guns. Already one eight-inch rifle has 
been placed in position to command the 
wide range beyond the bar, and the othets 
are now being rapidly put in shape; a con- 
tingent of men having been sent down 
from Tampa for that purpose. 

All night long the great searchlight on 
Fort Taylor sweeps the horizon. Other 
searchlights on the warships are constantly 
at work, many boats being utilized in night 
target practice. 

The great problem now bothering Key 
West and Tampa is that relating to the 
movement of troops. Naval men are in 
the dark as to what the army wil! do, and 
army men certainly find the naval tactics 
strange and mysterious. 

Big Army at Tampa. 

At Tampa there are now about 15,000 reg- 
ulars and many thousands of volunteers. 
There are daily arrivals of troops at Tam- 
pa, Port Tampa and Lakeland, but some of

Tampa, Fla., May 26.—The formation °f all the regular and volunteer troops mass- 
ed in Florida into corps, divisions and brigades, was completed today in a general 
order issued by Major General Shafter, commanding the Fifth army corps. 

The Fifth army corps, which will probably be the first to land on Cuban soil, is 
made up entirely of regular troops, with the exception of two regiments of volun- 
teers at Lakeland, the Seventy-first New York and Second Massachusetts. The 
Fifth corps also embraces the cavalry division composed of the First and Tenth 
regiments at Lakeland, and the Third, Sixth and Ninth at Tampa, under command 
of Major General Joseph Wheeler; the artillery brigade, under command of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel W. F. Randolph, and the signal corps, in all, nearly 18,000 men. 

The Seventh corps, under command of Major Fitzhugh Lee, embraces all the 
volunteer troops at Tampa, five regiments in all, and the troops at Jacksonville,

They accom- 
panied Lieutenant Rowan, of the United 
States army, on his return from Garcia’s 
camp and ghared with him the dangers of 
a two days’ voyage in an open boat from 
the north coast of Cuba until picked up by 
a small sloop whicir carried them to Nas- 
sau. They reported first to the Cuban 
delegation here, and Secretary Quesada was 
careful to keep theif presence secret until 
deneral Miles thad made’ the fact known. 
This relieved them from further secrecy, 
and today General Collazo and Colonel 
Hernandez gave an intéresting account of 
General Garcla’s forces and surroundings 
and the general equipment of the Cuban 
army. 

Colonel Hernandez says Garcia has his 
headquatters at Bayamo, one of the large 
towns in the central part of the island, It 
was surrendered by “the: Spanish forces a 
few weeks ago after Garcia and his troops 
had maintained a long siege. Tents are 
not used, but in their places the men hasti- 
ly construct coverings made of palm leaves 
and guinea grass, which are more effective 
than canvass as a shelter against the hot 
sun, 

Three Thousand Men Under Arms. 

In all, about 3,000-‘men are thus quartered. 
They are well armed with Remingtons and 
Mausers captured from thé Spaniards. Most 
of them have machetes, but-only the offi- 
cers carry other gmall arms.

The Mountain People Have Always Been In- 
surgents—Review of the Situation 
for Personal Knowledge. 


BY P. J. MORAN. 


At?fanta, Ga., May 2.—For The Constitution.—Since the present war between 
the United States and Spain has to be directed by war boards instead of by the mil- 
itary and naval officers in the actual execution of hostilities, there can exist no 
reason why an individual war board might not try its hand at solving some of the 
military and naval problems which seem to disturb those in authority. 

Plain people, who are not used to the intricacies of diplomacy or the devious 
ways of politics, are at a loss to know why it is that having started out to free 
Cuba from her Spanish masters, our efforts should be directed to distant points 
half-way round the globe, imstead of toward the central point of attack. Thus we 
read of the mobilization of troops at Chickamauga, at Tampa and at Mobile. In 
explanation of their failure to move upon the scene of action there are mysterious 
outgivings that time is meeded for drilling, and then again, that the dangers of 
disease which lurk in the Cuban atmosphere make it advisable to defer any ac- 
tion until the frosts of a late fall shall have rendered unavailing the wily germs 
which might interfere with human life. To comtradict all these excuses and fears, 
we read that on yesterday an American transport, carrying 2,500 of the same class 
of men, started out from San Francisco half-way around the globe to Manila, 
where healia conditions identical with those in Cuba, if not worse, exist. If un- 
trained men can be sent to the Philippines, and if the miasmatic dangers of these 
far southern islands are to be encountered, why should so much hesitation be felt 
in taking hold of Cuba at once and thus ending the war? 

It seems to be admitted that the fleet of Admiral Cervera is now land-locked in 
the harbor of Santiago de Cuba, and that the American fleets are guarding the 
exit from the harbor, thus rendering an escape of the Spaniards impossible. Since 
the sole reliance of Spain has been in her navy, and since we have that navy effect- 
vally bottled up where it can be reduced to submission, why is it that instead of 
moving rapidly toward the extinction of Spanish power we observe those devious 
delays which can only afford time for Spain to appeal to other powers and te make 
such alliances as may even yet deprive the Americans of what is justly theirs? 
When the ease of the task of reducing Spanish power in Cuba is taken into consid- 
eration, it seems difficult to account for the want of energy on the part of those 
who have in charge the political phases growing out of the wir. In approaching 
this subject I do so with some sense of an ability to handle it, because of personal 
experience upon the island of Cuba, where I became well acquainted with the 
local conditions which are to be met with. 
I will not be accused of presuming upon the intelligence of my readers, but that I 


, @rill be given credit for a desire to draw attention to some actual facts. 


The Situation Explained. 


To begin with, it is important to understand the character of Spanish occupa- 
tion in Cuba. Santiago, which is the capital of the province of that name, Nes in 
the far western end of the island, and was originally the great port through which 
Europeans entered Cuba. The county, beginning at Point Maysi and extending 
through Santiago, Puerto del Principe and almost up to the gates of Matanzas, 
forming fully three-quarters of the island, ts largely mountainous and is inhabited 
by a brave and sturdy class of men descended from the original Spanish pioneers 
of the island. These men are engaged in small farming, in cattle raising and in 
the various occupations of general agriculture all the way up to the hills of Guan- 
tanamo. This is essentially the mountain province of Cuba, and its inhabitants, 
like the mountaineers of Switzerland or of Montenegro, have never known how to 
bend the knee. Even in time of peace, when Spainish authority on the island was 
undisturbed, these brave mountaineers of Guantanamo, living in the recesses of the 
mountains of Las Cuchilla, carried a haughty demeanor and made jt hot for excise 
and revenue officers to appear in their midst. In the mountain country around Man- 
zanillo the same condition existed. Thus we will see that while the Spaniards hold 
the city of Samtiago, because of its being a port, that the country round about it 
has always been intensely rebel and independent of that loyalty which the Span- 
fards sought to enforce. Passing from these mountain lands of the east on down to 
where the lowlands of Mantanzas begin, we have, as stated before, over three-quar- 
ters of the island in which at no time was Spanish authority ever secure, and in 
which today there exists not the slightest trace of that authority outside of gun- 
shot of the big fortresses. Im the province of Matanzas, Havana and Pinar del 
Rio, which are composed of lowlands and where the sugar and tobacco interests 
of the island are concentrated, a different condition of affairs existed. The land 
is principally owned by large planters, who in times past had thousands of slaves, 
and in which section the negro population of the island is now concentrated. 
This section is unhealthy, subject to yellow fever and other miasmatic diseases, 
whereas the mountain coumtry heretofore described is as healthy as mountain coun- 
tries and free from all malaria, subject only to such natural diseases as are to 
be met with in other countries. 

In the previous struggles for the freedom of Cuba they have always had their 
head and front in the eastern end of the island. When in 1868 young Manuel Ces- 
pedes returned from Purope, where he had gone through the highest universities, 
he foundehimself the heir to the estates of his father near the town of Yara, not 
far from Manzanillo. Spanish exaction, which had always been resisted by the 


‘mountaineers, had grown so exasperating that even proprty owners lost their 


conservatism, and among them young Cespedes was prominent. Calling his two 
hundred slaves together, he declared to them their freedom, making only one re- 
quest, that they should join in the battle for the independence of Cuba. In that 
long and bloody war of ten years’ duration the men of mountain Cuba kept up 
the fight until Spain was well nigh exhausted. They established their capital in 
the town of Bayamo. The Spaniards, defeated in the field of battle and with de- 
pleted treasury, called for a conference, and at Manjon General Martinez Campos 
promised them an absolute system of home rule if they would lay down their 
thelr arms. The Cuban leaders accepted the proposition, only to find out once 
more the truth of Spanish treachery and defeat. In February of 189, when Marti 
landed at Baracoa in the eastern end of the island, and raised again the standard 
of revolt, he was joined by the brave mountain men, who soon spread their au- 
thority over the country, down to the Matanzas trocha, and held it just as abso- 
lutely as if they were independent. Of course they had no ships with which to 
maintain ports, and their work had to be confined to the inland, but since that 
day in February of 189%, when Marti landed upon Cuban soil, Spain has not been 
able to give a single man a letter of safe conduct through any part of this three- 


fourths of the island. 


The Conquest Would Be Easy. 


Now as to the present situation. The United States has mobilized at Tampa 
something like 15,000 soldiers. Including those at, Mobile and other points conven- 
fent, the number is not less than 20,000. The transports necessary for the carrying 
Of these men to Cuba are already on hand. In the harbor of Santiago the proud 
fleet which set forth from the Cape Verde islands is besieged from the sea side. 
For over four hundred miles inland the country is absolutely in the hands of the 
rebels. It is true that they may not have large armies assembled at certain points 
and that they are not able to make a military display, but the fact remains that 
the country is theirs, that they move up and down from Guanatomo to the line of 
Matanzas with absolute security, that within this territory Spanish authority 
does not exist, save in the immediate presence of a fort. The Spanish army, no 
matter whether its strength be sixty or eighty thousand, is concentrated west of 
Matanzas. It has been concentrated there ever since this war began, and the 
Same reasons which have held it there tn the past will continue to hold it there 
in the future. When this force dared not enter Santa Clara or Puerto Principe,

Washington, May 26.—The work of mus- 
tering the volunteers into the service of the 
United States under the president's first call 
for troops is practically completed. Adju- 
tant General Corbin announced late to- 
ngeht that the number of volunteers so 
far reported mustered in was 118,000, and

Concerning the Fredericksburg college 
and home the report sets forth that all con- 
nections between the home and the Fred- 
ericksburg college has been severed.

The 
college building and grounds have been sold 
for the amount of their indebtedness. The 
trustees reserve the right of free college 
tuition for twenty-four orphans for ten 
years. The assembly adopted the recom- 
mendation that all churches make a col- 
lection for the institution the last Sunday 
in next December. The proposition to ap- 
point an agent to soiicit subscription for 
the home was also adopted. The recom- 
mendation not to do anything with the 
home which furnishes special instruction 
and education to prepare for foreign mis- 
sions was adopted. The report then was 
adopted as a whole. 

The report on theological seminaries was 
read. It sets forth that all reports from 
seminaries are of an encouraging charac- 
ter. There has been excellent attendance 
during the year—in all 1,650—forty-one of 
whom have completed the course to enter 
the ministry Gocd work, good conduct, 
good health have been the rule. 

All the seminaries have improved their 
bui.dings. Columbia’s friends are raising 
funds to add a mess hall. Union seminary 
will probably remove from Hampden-Sid- 
ney, Va., to its new Richmond, Va., home 
soon. The churches have always responded 
promptly to appeals for help from the semi- 
naries. Beneficiary education and the more 
judicious expenditure of the funds for that 
purpose are now being carefully considered 
at both Coiumbia and Nashville. The com- 
mittee regrets that the church can no 
longer have the benefit of the valuable ser- 
vice at Columbia of Drs. Tadlock and 
Laws; it approves the election of the new 
members of the faculty and recommends 
that the seminaries be commended to the 
patronage and beneficence of the church. 

With reference to the complaint of Rev. 
S. S. Laws, D.D., against the synod of 
South Carolina it was recommended that 
Rev. C. W. Humphries, D.D., chosen by 
the synod to represent it, be accorded the 
floor, and that Dr. Laws be replied to; 
that the assembly deems it unwise to offer 
any advice to the synod controlling Colum- 
bia at this time. The report concludes by 
recommending the adoption of a plan for a 
summer school for Bible study. 

Dr. Laws was accorded the floor to de- 
bate the matter of his protest. Prefacing 
his remarks by saying that what he had to 
say had nothing of self-interest in ft; he 
went on to argue against the wisdom of 
policy which made a “‘dead line”’ on profes- 
sorship age in the colleges. He argued that 
there was no sense in it, no sound policy, 
no authority in scripture or in reason or 
experience for turning a professor out be- 
cause he has attained a certain age. He 
thought this matter was one vital to the 
interests of Presbyterian institutions. As 
long as a man’s facultiés were intact ana 
clear and vigorous and his powers of mind 
generaliy unimpaired, age but enriched his 
usefulness. The hour of adjournment left 
the doctor’s address pending.

General Beaver 
grew pale and almost fell to the platform, 
but, grasping the pulpit, he exclaimed: 

“God speed the day when the northern 
and southern Presbyterian churches shall 
unite to carry forward the gospel of the 
Son of God, as our uational forces have 
united, north and south, to carry freedom 
to the ends of the earth.” 

The effort proved too much for the Penn- 
sylvania veteran, and he sank back faint- 
ing into a chair. The scene caused con- 
siderable excitement and order was only 
restored by the announcement that General 
Beaver had recovered. 

The exercises and addresses had the 
Westminster standard as their objective 
point. Two interesting incidents occurred 
at the opening. An oaken gavel and gran- 
ite block from Westminster abbey were 
presented for the use of the assembly. La- 
ter Dr. William C. Gray presented an Oil 
portrait of Alexander Henderson, the leader 
of the Scotch commissioners to Westmin- 
ster assembly, and author of the famous 
solemn league and covenant of Scotland. 

The exercises were devoted to four ad- 
dresses, the first being that of Dr. William 
H. Roberts, of Philadelphia, the stated 
clerk of the assembly, who described the 
work and character of Alexander Hender- 
son, whose portrait stood at the speaker’s 
right hand. Dr. Samuei J. Niccolls, of St. 
Louis, described the civil and religious 
conditions of the times of the Westminster 
asseinbly, and Dr. George Norcross, of 
Carlisle, Pa., rehearsed the history of the 
assembly’s middle of the seventeenth cen- 
tury. The final address was delivered by 
Dr. J. D. Moffatt, of Washington, Pa., on 
the fundamental] doctrines of the West- 
niinster confession and catechisms. 

At the afternoon session addresses were 
made by Dr. Coyle, of California; Dr. Hil- 
lis, of Chicago, and Dr. Agnew, of Phila- 
delphia. 

General Beaver closed the afternoon ses- 
sion. His address aroused much interest, 
and when he fainted in the middie of his 
closing sentence the assembly was wrought 
up to a thigh pitch of excitement.

Slayer of a White Boy Taken from 
Jail by a Crowd. 

Salisbury, Md., May 26.—Garfield King, 
a@ negro, aged about eighteen, was taken 
from the jail at thie place early this morn- 
ing, hanged to a tree and almost shot to 
pieces. He was awaiting trial on the 
charge of having deliberately shot Her- 
man Kenney, a white boy about the same 
age as the hegro. 

The shooting was done on Saturday night 
last and Kenney died yesterday. Last 
night about 2 o’clock a number of men 
from the neighborhood in which Kenney’s 
parents live, rode into town and demanded 
the keys to the jail, which Sheriff Dashiell 
refused to surrender. The lynchers then 
broke the jail doors down, forced open the 
cell in which King was confined and drag- 
ged him out, the negro all the while fight- 
ing desperately and pleading for mercy. 

A light clothes line was tied about his 
neck, thrown over @ limb and the boy was 
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unconscious. After lying in this condition 
for a few minutes he regained his feet and 
made an-effort to escape. His captofs shot 
him through the body and beat and kicked 
him without mercy, then placed the rope

‘ODD FELLOWS 
IN SAVANNAH 


The Grand Lodge Finds Itself with a 
Large Amount of Work. 


MR. WOODRUFF EXPELLED 


He Had Charged $500 for Planning 
the Orphans’ Home. 


MATTER WAS REFERRED TO GRAND LODGE 


The Triple-Link Indemnity Associa- 
tion Refused Recognition in 
Georgia. 


—_— 


Savannah, Ga., May %.—(Special.)—The 
grand lodge, Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows, after practically an all-day's ses- 
sion, adjourned sine die this afternoon to 
meet in Rome in 1899. 

The first business was the reading of re- 
ports of committees and disposition of the 
recommendations made by them. 

Rome and Waycross were put in nomi- 
nation inviting the grand lodge to visit 
them next year at the annual meeting. The 
name of no other city was mentioned. Af- 
ter considerable discussion a ballot was 
taken and Rome was settled on. 

Past Grand Elliott, of Brunswick, gave 
notice that at the next annual meeting his 
city would send an invitation to the body 
to meet there in 1900. 

Nay, Nay, Says the Grand Lodge. 

The Triple Link Indemnity Association 
again appealed to the Georgia jurisdiction 
for permission to do business in this state. 
The request was again denied, as at 
Athens last year. 

At 12 o’clock the secret work of the order 
was exemplified by Grand Representative 
Goodwin. 

Resolutions of thanks to Savannah and 
the Savannah lodges for the hospitality to 
the grand lodge and the visiting Odd Fel- 
lows were offered by Grand Representative 
John B. Goodwin, of Atlanta, and unani- 
mously passed. 

In a lengthy report the committee on the 
state of the order said among other things: 

“Odd Fellowship is now passing through 
the last quarter of the first century of its 
exfatence. This shows that it is the oldest 
and, therefore, the first of the liberalized 
fraternal organizations, and as a matter 
of fact its form of government and plat- 
form of principles have been adopted by 
nearly all those fraternities that have been 
instituted since that time, and their name 
is legion, and most of them have added the 
endowment feature to our serial and fra- 
ternal features, including the care of the 
sick. and helpless, which were original 
with” Oda Fellowship; of this absorption 
we should not complain, but feel compli- 
mented that our sister fraternities have 
seen so much in our forms and principles 
that was worthy of their commendation 
and adoption. Many of these fraternities, 
and perhaps all of them, are well con- 
ducted and managed by gentiemen over- 
flowing with their love of humanity and 
the welfare of their fellow beings. We re- 
peat that nothing can be urged or said 
against these sister fraternities, and yet 
the fact remains that American Odd Fel- 
lowship has by far the largest membership 
and dispenses more dollars to assist those 
in distress than any other similar organiza- 
tion on the western continent. 

“Now, if this be true, and the record 
shows it. your committee on the state of 
the order cannot see any reason for dis- 
couragement, and recommend to the mem- 
bership of this jurisdiction to discard all 
pessimistic views and to so live that their 
lives will exemplfy the grand teachings of 
the order in their daily intercourse with 
their fellow men. The outside world looks 
for some illustration of the benefits to be 
derived from a membership fn an organi- 
zation. Show them that we war against 
vice in all its forms;-that friendly feelings, 
engendered by the teachings of the order, 
prompts a love for our neighbor; prove by 
our conduct the value of our claims and 
you will not be long waiting for applicants 
for membership.’’ 

The Case of D. B. Woodruff. 

The case of D. B. Woodruff, of Macon, 
was one of the most interesting matters 
before the meeting. He drew the plans for 
the building of an orphans’ home in Ma- 
con, it being supposed that the would 
charge nothing, several other members of 
the order having agreed to do the work 
without compensation. He presented a bill 
for $00. however, which Was passed and 
paid. Upon complaint about the mafter 
from the committee, he agreed to refer the 
matter to the grand lodge. A committee 
was appointed at Macon, in 1893, to inves- 
tigate. Mr.. Woodruff agreed to pay back 
$200 of the amount, and gave his notes for 
it, two of them of $100 each. These he 
failed to meet. At Athens last year Grand 
Master Brand was instructed to bring suit 
against Mr. Woodruff to collect the debt, 
and charges were ordered preferred 
against him in the grand lodge for con- 
duct unbecoming an Odd Fellow. At to- 
day's session the special committee to 
whom was referred the grand master’s re- 
port, touching upon this subject, made 
the following report, which was adopted: 

“Whereas, That inasmuch as charges

The Oregon picked up the crniger Martetta 
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F ‘aptein Clarke Describes His Voyage 


Around the Horn and Asserts 
That His Men Are Not Only 
Ready but Anxious to 
Face Spaniards, . 


Key West, May 2.—The United States 
pattleship Oregon arrived here this morning 
from Jupiter, and is now at anchor near 
fandy Kéy light. 

Charies E. Clarke and other officers of 


: 
© the Oregon came ashore at 10 o’clock and 


reported all well om board and the ship in 


| good condition. 
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The Oregon left San Francisco March ist 
end arrived at Callao April 4th; left there 
April 7th and passed Sandy Point April 2ist, 
arriving at Janeiro April 30th. The battle- 
ghip reached Bahia May 8th and touched at 

‘Barbadoes May 18th. At thelatter place the 

warship was quarantined, but she was 
detained only one day. On leaving the 
Barbadoes the Oregon satled almost direct- 
ly worth, going to the north of Porto Rico 
about 150 miles. The northerly course was 
continued until the Bermudas were sighted, 
when she headed for the Florida coast. 

Captain Clarke explains that the reason 
for going to Jupiter inlet instead of putting 
in at Key West was to enable the Oregon 
to be ready to g> either to Key West or to 
Hampton Roads in short order after get- 
ting official information from Washington. 

Captain Clarke had no official knowledge 
of the situation after leaving Rio Janeiro. 
During the entire trip he expected momen- 
tarlly to meet the Spanish. Only ‘once, 


g however, was there a call to arms. This 


was shortly after midnight on leaving Rio 
Janeiro. 
Thought She Was Followed. 

As the Oregon was plowing through the 
black equatorial sea a dark object was 
discovered ahead apparently giving chase. 
The call to general quarters was sounded, 
the men rolled out of their berths with the 
enthusiasm of boys on a circus day, and 


“ almost instantly every gun was manned. 
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The Oregon left her course and circled 
around her black pursuer, only to find it 
a harmless bark instead of a spanish war- 
ship. 

Back to their berths crept the men, with 
mutterings of disappointment and disgust. 

At Rio Janeiro Captain Clarke was told 
that the Spanish torpedo boat Temerario 
was following him. This repurt gave new 
interest to the trip for a day and night, 

but at the-next port of cal] he was in- 
formed that the Temerario had gone into 
dry dock at Rio Janeiro just after the de- 
parture of the Oregon. 

The cruise through the straits of Magel- 
fan was most interesting. It was at this 
far southern point of the American hemis- 
phere that the crew expected to receive a 
visit from the Spaniards. In many places 
the channel was very narrow and crooked 
with hidden bays and coves, and back of 
them mountains towering into the clouds 
on either side. Moreover they were in the 
land of icy winter. For more than a month 
they had been sailing under tropical stars, 


among the crags above them and ice at 
night lay on the decks. re 
Not To Be Caught Napping. 

But the Oregon did not lag. Captain 
Clarke had no idea of giving the Spaniards, 
if they were there, a chance to catch him 
Rapping. If the great battleship were to 
be caught, it should be a catch on the 
wing. The engines were warmed up to 
their best work, and wherever it was safe 
and possible the Oregon bowled along at 
fifteen knots an tour. The machinery 
worked well, and on occasiogs the speed 
Was increased three knots in a few minutes. 
A stop of three days wes made at Sandy 
Point, where coal was taken on and other 
‘®upplies secured. 

The Oregon's twenty-five officers and her 
crew of 425 seamen were well and happy 
when the battleship cast anchor off Sandy 
Key lighthouse at 6:20 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The Oregon is in first-class shape and 
feady for another cruise as long as the one 
just ended. The excellent condition of the 
men after their sixty-six days’ voyage is 
Perhaps even more remarkable. Through- 

, Out the entire trip there were no cases of 
Serious illness on board, and the men are

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WAR REVENUE BILL 


White, of California, Consumes the 
Greater Part of the Session. 


HE OPPOSES A BOND ISSUE 


Slope Senator Declares Himself Flatly 


for a Corporation Tax. 


TELLER WANTS SEIGNIORAGE  COINED 


The Senate Closes Discussion To Hear 
Eulogies Pronounced Upon Late 
Senator Edward C! Walthall. 


Washington, May 2%.—Bight senators 
were preSent when the vice president's 
gavel fell at 11 o’clock this morning calling 
to order today’s session of the senate, 
and after fifteen minutes’ delay in se- 
curing a quorum, the war revenue measure 
was laid before the senate. 

Mr. White, of California, then began an 
extended speech covering pretty fully the 
general features of the bill, especially those 
relating to the tax on corporations and on 
inheritances. The consideration of the bill, 
he said, had enlisted the attention of the 
country and many peuple were becoming 
restless because a final vote had.not been 
reached. He thought, however, that the 
delay was due to the peculiarity of the 
pending measure. The revenpe bill, upon 
which the civil war was conducted, was a 
complicated instrument, utterly inapplica- 
ble to present conditions. The object of the 


bill challenged the attention and support 
of every .member of both branches of con- 
gress. All are united to present a solid 
front to the foreign foe, It was no longer 
a question of doubt that all the money nec- 
essary for the prosecution of the war 
should be supplied. It was simply the 
method of raising the funds tbat was un- 
der debate here. 

“Great as this nation is,” said he, 
‘mighty as are her resources, this country 
is not now prepared te place before an 
opponent its full strength and all the ma- 
terials of war residing in its bosom. But 
in time, and not a very long time. either, 
it will be ready to put forth its entire 
strength and then this conflict will be de- 


cided speédily.’’ 
Wants Taxes Equally Distributed. 


Mr. White said he deemed it essentially 
desirable that the taxation imposed by the 
bill sheuld be spread over the country 
fairly and equitably. fhe burdens placed 
upon the country by the war ought to be 
borne by all alike. 

Mr. White regarded it as unfortunate 
that so heavy a tax should have een 
placed upon tobacco, because by some it 
Was considered a luxury. He maintained 
that the placing by the house of represen- 
tatives of one-third of the tax to be raised 
upon beer, one-third upon tobacco and 
one-third on stamps was severe, if not al- 
most unfustiflable. Beer and tobacco, it 
was argued, said, he, were luxuries. The 
people did not have to use them unless 
they chose to do so. He admitted and con- 
tended that tobacco and beer were legiti- 
mate articles of taxation, but there could 
be no doubt that the burden of the tax 
would fall upon the poor men of the coun- 
try 

Mr. White denounced the stamp tax as 
a burden, an onerous burden, from which 
all would be glad to escape. It was a 
nuisance and par excellence a tax upon the 
plain people of the land. 

Concerning the inheritance tax Mr. 
White maintained that notwithstanding 
the objections urged against it by reason 
of its being an invasion be the prerogative 
of the states, it was perfectly justifiable 
and he expressed the hope and helief that 
the courts wcluld sustain the action of con- 
gress in enacting the proposition into na- 
tional law. 


Advocates Corporation Tax. 


Mr. White then entered upon a long dis- 
cussion of the proposed corporation tax 
which he earnestly supported. He main- 
tained that the corporations owed some- 
thing to the country not only for their 
creation, but also for the privilege of ex- 
istence. He maintained that the argument 
of senators that a tax should not be laid 
against a corporation because it was not 
laid against partnership engaged in the 
same line of business was not sound, 4s 
the corporation enjoyed more privileges 
than the partnership in business and be- 
fore the law. If it were not so, corpora- 
tions would not be formed. He regretted 
that there was a manifest disposition 
among republican senators to oppose 
‘the placing of any tax upon any corpvura- 
tions. They were all, seemingly at least, 
alike opposed, the said, to insisting that 
the Standard Oil Company and the Sugar 
Trust and other great monopolies should 
be compelled to pay their share of the bur- 
dens of the present war. 

Mr. White said that Mr. Gorman, of 
Maryland, had prepared an amendment to 
the measure which he would be willing to 
support if the general tax upon all cor- 
porations should not be deemed desirable 
by the senate, and at his request Mr. Gor- 
man sent to the desk and had read the 
amendment he proposed to offer at the 
proper time. It follows: 

YThat from and after the passage of this 
act every person, firm, company or corpor- 


ation owning or possessing, or having the 
care or management of any railroad, street 
railroad, sleeping car, steamboat, ship or 
other vessel engaged or employed in the 
business of transporting’ passengers or 
freight for hire, or in transporting the 
mails of the United States, or carrying on 
or doing an express business or having the 
care or management of any telegraphic 
or telephone line by which telegraphic or 
telephone dispatches or messages are re- 
ceived or transmitted, or carrying on or 
doing the business of furnishirig gas. elec- 
tric light, electric power, steam heat, or 
steam power, or refining petroleum, or re- 
fining sugar, or owning or controlling any 
pipe line for transporting ofl or other 
products, whose gross annual receipta ex- 
ceed $250,000, shall be subject to pay an- 
nually a special excise tax equivalent to 
one-half of one percent on ‘the gross 
amount of all receipts of such persons. 
firms. corporations and companies in their 
respective business. 

“Provided, that the assessment hereby 
made shal] not include any amount of the 
receipts for the transporation of nersons, 
freight or mails between the United States 
and any foreign port. but such tax shall 
be rated for the transporation of persons, 
freight or’ mafs within the United States 
through a foreign territorv to a port with- 
in the United States and shall be assessed 
upon and collected from persons, . firms, 
companies Or corvorations within the Uni- 
ted States receiving hire or nay for such 
transporation of nersons. freight or mails.”’ 


White Opposes Bonds. 


Mr. White saia it had been whispered 
that the great financial interests which had 
contributed largely to a campaign fund 
were demanding as compensation for their 
liberality that the burdens of the war 
should not be thrust upon them. He did 
not believe, however. that any senator on 
either side of the chamber would be in- 
fluenced hv a demand so sordid because 
bonds were unnecessary and because a 
great majority of the people was opposed 
to them, believing they would increase too 
greatly the burdens of the cOuntry. In 
conclusion Mr, White déclared that it 
would be plain neople who would not only 
offer up their lives in defense of the na- 
tional honar, but who would also pay the 
bulk of the taxes for the conduct of the 
war. He a to senators to permit 
the bill to pass in.such form as would dis- 
tribute with ppg te poy Sa at the burdens. 
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by the American people im the Cuban ques-, | 


tion, saying the struggling people could 
have been aided im the past without vicia- 
ting the neutrality laws. He thought war 
might have been avoided, but now that the 
war was on he want.d to see it conducted 
by a united country. The admin‘stra.ion 
would find itself supported by every party 
and there would be no holding back, ihe 
Sinews of war, all the men and wil the 
money. Mr. Teller referred ‘to the unpre- 
pared condition of the country for war and 
saiq this should not have been the case. 
He did not believe the war wouid be of 
long duration, and said no vast appropria- 
tions would be necessary for its «onduct. 
He said there was not, under the circum- 
stances, the usual justification for taxing 
future generations to pay for the war 4s 
it was not, as was the civil war, a war 
for self preservation.. He asserted that the 
bond feature of the bill was in nowise cog- 
nate to a revenue measure and declared 
that it was merely attached for the pur- 
pose of taking advantage of the war exig- 
ency to secure authority for a bond issue. 
The proceeding was without precedent in 
the history of the country. He did not 
think the bi] would produce a& much tev- 
enue as estimated by the committee and 
paid the senate was entitled to a detailed 
estimate, Instead of this when they called 
for facts they were given only guesses. 

Interrupting, Mr. Allison said it was im- 
possible to state with anything imore than 
approximate accuracy what revenue would 
be raised from the bill. Estimates were 
necessarily uncertain, Who, for instance, 
could tell what amount would be derived 
from the proposed bank check tax? 

Teller Wants the Rich Taxed. 

Mr, Telier said Mr, Allison's explanation 
was an admission that the committee had 
been guessing. He took up the ameoend- 
ments for greenbacks, the coinage sf the 
seigniorage, the corporation tax and svup- 
ported them at some.jength. 

Mr, Teller gaid he did not bélleve there 
Shoulq be a lfhe drawn between sta‘e and 
national taxation. If this line was to be 
drawn the states might render it impossible 
to conduct a great war. As for himself, 
he would not only tax eorparations, but 
he would also include producing individuals. 
He would not put a tax upon the poor; he 
would put it upon the rich. He would put 
@ tax on salaries, as well upon those 
of senators as upon others. He said the 
taxing power was greatly emb@rrassed by 
the decision of the supreme court :n the 
Income tax case. With the greatest re- 
spect for that body, he said, he maincained 
that the court's decision, garrted to. its 
logical conclusion, meant s'mplv that the 
rich could not be taxed. Pe ‘helleved that 
the decision was the most serious hlow at 
the sovereignty of the people since the 
government was erected. 

Before Mr. Teller had concluded his 
speech the bill was tail aside that the 
senate might take up the epecial order— 
eulogies upon the late Senater Mdward C. 
Walthall, of Mississippi. 

While the special order was pending a 
bill was reported by Mr. Sewell providing 
for the employment uf re‘ired army offi- 
cers during the pres®nt war. Jt Weis 
passed. 

Mr. Money, of Mississinp!, being recog- 
nized, presented the resolu‘ions uyon the 
death of Mr. Walthall, The eulogies were 
pronounced by Air. Money, of Mississippi; 
Mr. Hawley, of Connecticu:; Mr. Berry, of 
Arkansas; Mr. Proctor, of Vermont; Mr. 
Gorman, of Maryland; ‘Mr Cannun. of 
Utah; Mr. Cockrell, of Missouri: Mr. Bate. 
of Tennessee; My. -Pascv, of Mlorija, and 
Mr. Pettus,*®of Alabama. 

At the conclusion of the culogies the 
senate, as a further matk of respect, ad- 
journed until 11 a. m. tomorrow. 


TROOPS .GATHERING AT "rs RISCO. 


Soldiers for the Second Manila Expe- 
dition’ Heaching Camp. 

San Francisco, May 26.—Dtring the next 
few days several thousand sobliers will ar- 
rive in this city. Next to arrive will be a 
troop from Utah, which should reach jpere 
some time today. The Eighteenth and Twen- 
ty-fifth regiments of infantry, 1,220 men, 
left New Orleans Tuesday, and are expected 
in San Francisco Saturday. Following the 
regulars may come ‘4 recruits from At- 
lanta. The first regiment of Montana vol- 
unteers, Comprising 1,020 men, left Helena 
yesterday, and will reach here Friday or 
Saturday. Other trocps on the way are 
company A, of the battalion of engineers of 
Willet’s Point, N. Y., and sixty privates and 
six officers of the United States cngineering 
corps from Chicago, both of which compa- 
nies started westward Tuesday. 

Within a few hours after orlers were 
received to man the Iroquois, Vigiiant and 
Mohican from the naval reserve, Adjutant 
General Barrett had sent to Admiral. Miler 
a list of officers chosen for each of the ves- 
sels, which will be passed upon by the naval 
authorities. 

The petty officers and enlisted men for the 
Vigilant can be furnished today, and the 
fifty men on the Mohican are now subject 
to orders. Captain Louis Turner, command- 
ing the naval battalion, has been instructed 
to act on instructions from che admiral, 
who was informed that the state would fur- 
nish any untforms and equipments it has 
upon request from the government. 


PENNSYLVANIAN NOW IN IRONS. 


Soldier Refuses To Obey Orders and 
Gets Into Serious Trouble. 

San Francisco, M&y 26.—Private Camp- 
bell. one of the new recruits of the Tenth 
Pennsylvania regiment, was brought here 
in irons, charged with a breach of disci- 
pline while the regiment was at Mt. Gret- 
na.

The colonel sent a sergeant to 
summon him, bur he turned upon the mes- 
g3ager, evrsed him scundly and refused to 
ob2y.

HANOTAUX WANTS TO STOP WAR 


France’s Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Is Seeking an Alliance. 

London, May 26.—The Star claims to have 
information that the French minister of 
foreign affairs, M. Hanotaux, ‘s making 
great efforts to stop the Bpanish-American 
war. it says that Russia, Austria and 
France are endeavor'ng to induce Germany 
and Italy to join in a-representation to 
President McKinley, declaring that the 
powers will induce Spain to grant the in- 
dependence of Cuba. 

Should America refuse intervention, it 
is further alleged, the powers mentioned 
would send a fleet to put Cuba under tn- 
ternational rule, as wag done in the case 
of the island of Crete, until the withdraw-

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erty and to opposition to all forms of 
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monarchial government whatsoever. 
Old Raw-Head-and-Bloody-Bones, who 
is said to be hiding in the Philippines is 
a very familiar figure in“our history. He 
was said to be in Florida, in Louisiana, 
and he was known to de in Texas and 
New Mexico. All that was necessary 
to set this horrible creature in motion, 
to the discomfiture of the men, women 
and children of the United States, was 
the formal acquisition of his various and 
sundry dens, lairs and feeding grounds. 
Then, as now, he was to make his ap- 
pearance in all sorts of shapes to the 
utter undoing of everybody known to 
have any connection with or sympathy 
fer the United States government. 

It is not surprising, therefore, to be 
told that Raw-Head-and-Bloody-Bones 
has waded, swum or tunneled to the 
Philippine islands and is waiting there 
to pull us all into the depths of the un- 
fathomed sea. 

It may be said that the acquisition of 
Louisiana, Texas and California jas 
borne more fruitful results than any 
other event since the declaration of in- 
dependence. It has had a most marked 
and wholesome effect on our national 
life and aspirations, and has had much 
to do with the great progress and devel- 
opment the nation has made during the 
past hundred years. On the other hand, 
the purchase of Alaska has had no effect 
whatever. It has been governed, not as 
a territory, but as a dependency. So 
with the Aleutian islands included in 
that purchase. 

And so it .would .be with the 
Philippine islands, should the United 
States decide to hold them _per- 
manently. The population of the islands 
would be governed as the necessities of 
the case demanded, and in no other way. 
They would be given good government, 
but self-government depends on various 
considerations. To put it briefly, self- 
government is an ideal form of govern- 
ment, and it is not given to all popula- 
tions to partake of its benefits except in- 
directly. Thus the government of Alaska 
is not self-government so far as the pop- 
ulation ts concerned, and may never be. 
Nevertheless, the natives may indirectly 
enjoy the benefits of the self-government 
instituted in the United States, 

It happens, therefore, that the so- 
called “problems” which some very able 
writers are setting up in connection with 
the Philippines and Hawaii have no ex- 
istence in fact: otherwise they would 
have developed in Alaska and the Aleu- 
tian islands. 

Still, we must all have something to 
talk about. It would never do to settle 
even simple questions abruptly and out 
of hand; for then the editorial business 
would languish, and even modern states- 
manship be at a discount. 
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As Seen Through Business Eyes. 

For commercial reasons as well as for 
reasons growing out of the absolute jus- 
tice of the cause represented by the stars 
and stripes in the present grave crisis, it 
is proper that the sympathies of the Eu- 
ropean powers should be with the Unit- 
ed States rather than with Spain. 

Let us verify this observation by com- 
paring the trade relations which exist 
between the United States and the Eu- 
ropean powers with the trade relations 
which exist between Spain and the Eu- 
ropean powers. 

For the year ending June 30, 1897, the 
volume of business which the United 
States carried on with the Buropean 
powers aggregated $646,392,412 with 
Great Britain, $234,995,057 with Germany, 
$123.817,862 with France, $40,445,113 with 
Italy and $10,793,621 with Russia, 

We are not in possession of the figures 
showing the volume of .business which 
Spain carried on with the European 
powers during this same period of time; 
but from reliable sources we obtain the 
data that from 1890 to 1895 Spain’s aver. 
age yearly trade with the European pow- 
ers aggregated $69,473,567 with Great 
Britain, $7,458,433 with Germany, $98,- 
019,259 with France, $5,374,649 with Ita- 
ly and $5,571,003 with Russia. 

On the basis of the foregoing compari- 
son it appears that for commercial rea- 
sons it is largely to the interest of the 
European powers to sympathize with the 
United States in the present grave crisis. 

Of course there are numerous consid- 
erations which are calculated in some 
measure to neutralize the reasons thus 
pointed out why Europe should sympa- 
thize with the United States: but when 
the moral issues which underlie the at- 
titude of the United States are soberly 
considered, it becomes apparent that if 
the European powers do not warmly 
sympathize with us in the existing strug- 
gle they are virtually estopped from of- 
fering us any material opposition, 
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Organic Union. 

While the two main geographical dil- 
visions of the Presbyterian church in the 
United States are occupied in holding 
their separate convocations, the southern 
division at New Orleans, La., and the 
northern division at Lake Winona, Ind., 
The New York Sun rises to observe with 
its characteristic force that the time has 
come in the progress of events when 
these divisions of the church should lay 
aside the differences which have hereto- 
fore estranged them; and well does this 
thoughtful newspaper argue that religious 
organizations which profess to embody 
the spirit of the Prince of Peace should 
not be laggard in emulating the example 
of fraternity which secular organizations 
have already set. 

Until the war broke out in 1861, the 
northern and southern divisions of the 
Presbyterian church wes united under 
one common head. While there exist- 
ed in the parent church marked varia- 
tions of opinion with respect to issues 
purely sectional, yef with respect to mat- 
ters of theology and government there 
existed in its councils the most thor- 
ough unanimity of sentiment. Since 
General Lee surrendered in 1865. more 
than thirty years have passed, but still 
the two divisions of the church keep 
distantly apart as if the controversy on 
which they formerly divided still re- 
mained open. This ought not to be, 
unless, perchance, serious differences be- 
tween them have arisen since the war. 
If possible, they should get together by 
all means, not only because of the fra- 
ternal spirit which the union of the two 
divisions would exhibit, but also because 
of the increased power for good which 
concentrated strength would enable them 
to exercise. 

If they agree in the fundamental princi- 
ples of Presbyterianism, it seems that 
the sooner geographical distinctions are 
eliminated the better it will be for the in- 
terests of that cause which they have 
both upheld with such conspicuous fidel- 
ity and courage. 

We do not presume to discuss this 
subject of organic union from the stand- 
point of the criti who affects to be fa- 
miliar with ecclesiastica] affairs, but 
rather from the standpoint of the on- 
looker who entertains the deepest rey- 
erence for the subject of wligion, While 
the observations which we have seen fit 
to make are based primarily upon the 


| status of the Presbyterian church, 
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| only for the reason.that the two convo- 
cations of that chirch now in session 
seem to make it timely. What is true 
of the Presbyterian church is equally 
true of every other church which ts di- 
vided into geographical partitions based 
upon the issues of the war. Is there not 
some way in which the followers of 
Christ can get together into closer com. 
radeship? Ought the world to lead the 
church in this matter? ; 


_" 


As to the Philippines. 

The discussion in regard to the reten- 
tion of the Philippines still goes forward 
actively. Some see in the proposition a 
very attractive policy, while others, 
equally intelligent, see in it the sum and 
substance of all possible political vil- 
lainy and corruption. ‘The only way to 
get at the truth on any subject about 
which people differ, is to examine the 
arguments for or against with an un- 
biased mind @fid to give to each one its 


due weight and plausibility. 

It is true that there is great difficulty 
in finding a question which may be ap- 
proached and considered with an open 
mind, but, so far as The Constitution 
is concerned, this Philippine matter in- 
volves a policy about which we have no 
preconceived notion or opinon. It is 
well, therefore, to admit that we have 
not seen, so far, any very solid or sub- 
stantial argument in favor of their re- 
tention. But this is far from denying 
that arguments of that sort may not be 
found. On the other hand, the argu- 
ments against retaining the islands are, 
up to this time, of a particularly flimsy 
and specious character. 

We are told, for instance, that it is 
not the policy of the United States to 
acquire foreign territory, when, as a mat- 
ter of fact, we have been acquiring for- 
eign territory for more than sixty years. 
It is insisted that we have no business to 
concern ourselves in the affairs of the 
east, whereas, whether for good or ill, 
we own territory as great in area as 
France or Germany, and this territory 
is nearer to China than the Philippines. 

It is said that the control of the Phil- 
ippines will involve all sorts and species 
of political corruption. But if this were 
the natural and inevitable result of our 
territorial government, it would have 
shown its head in (Alaska, or in the 
Aleutian islands, which we have held 
and governed in some way for thirty 
years, : 

But we do not thereby conclude that 
it is our duty or our destiny to retain 
the Philippines and make them a part 
of our territorial possessions. 

In fine, it must be apparent that the 
discussion of this particular question, 
which is a new one in our history, must 
rise above the plane of ordinary newspa- 
per controversy. It is a matter for 
statesmen to concern themselves with, 
being above partisanship, and concern- 
ing the rest of the world almost as much 
as it does this republic. 

More than this, it is a matter that may 
not be disposed of in a day or an hour. 
Indeed, before we can dispose of it at 
all, we must first make sure that the her- 
oism of Dewey and his men is to receive 
the support and assistance which it was 
the duty of the country to send to him 
a fortnight ago. 
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The World’s Naval Powers. 

Since the recent battle of Manila it is 
evident that the United States will short- 
ly be included in the sisterhood of na- 
val powers which today consists of Great 
Britain, France, Italy and Russia. 

When Admiral Dewey, on the ist of 
May, accomplished the superb feat of 
sending to the bottom of the sea the en- 
tire Asiatic fleet of Spain, he not only 
opened the eyes of foreign nations to tne 
brilliant prowess which, in spite of ad- 
verse circumstances, belonged to the 
United States, but he opened the eyes 
of the United States to the splendid pos- 
sibilities which lay before her. In the 
light of what has happened since the 
present war commenced, we-hazard noth- 
ing in observing that within the next 
few years the United States will be 


powers. 

But much remains to be accomplished 
before this dream is realized. We must 
considerably increase our fleet by the 
addition of cruisers, battleships, torpedo 
boats and other improved naval engines. 
In order to see exactly where we stand, 
let us consult the figures showing the 
equipment which belongs to each of the 
world’s great naval powers, beginning 
with Great Britain. 

We find from the latest data which 
can be obtained upon the subject, that 
Great Britain’s fleet, including some few 
vessels which are still unfinished, con- 
sists of thirty-eight first-class battle- 
ships, seven second-class battleships, 
twenty-one third-class battleships, thir- 
teen armored cruisers, twenty-one first- 
class cruisers, seventy-eight second and 
third class cruisers, and two hundred and 
eighteen torpedo boats and torpedo boat 
destroyers. 

Next comes France. The fleet of this 
power contains nineteen first-class bat- 
tleships, eleven second-class battleships,. 
nine third-class battleships, sixteen 
coast defense ships, twenty  first- 
class cruisers, fifteen second-class cruis- 
ers, seven third-class cruisers, fourteen 
lookout ships and two hundred and sev- 
enty-four torpedo boats and torpedo 
boat destroyers. ,' 

Next comes Italy. ‘The fleet of this 
power contains ten first-class battleships, 
two second-class battleships, five third- 
class battleships, two coast defense ships, 
five first-class cruisers, three second- 
class cruisers, four third-class cruisers, 
two lookout ships and two hundred and 
seventy torpedo boats and torpedo boat 
destroyers. 

‘Next comes Russia. The fleet of this 
power contains nine first-class battle- 
ships, seven second-class’ battleships, five 
third-class battleships, fourteen coast de- 


second-class cruiser, five third-class 
cruisers, and one hundred and thirty-two 
torpedo boats and torpedo boat destroy- 
ers. 

While Germany is not included strictly 
among the world’s great naval powers, 
she nevertheless ranks next in order, 
coming ahead of the United States. Her 
fleet contains seven first-class battle- 
ships, four second-class battleships, six 
third-class battleships, nineteen coast 
defense ships, two first-class cruisers, 
eight second-class cruisers, twelvé look- 
out ships and one hundred and twenty 
torpedo boats and torpedo boat destroy- 
ers. | 

We now come to the United States. 
Our fleet, which ranks sixth, contains 
eight first-class battleships, four of 
which are unfinished, one second-class 
battleship, twenty coast defense ships, 
seven first-class cruisers, eleven second-

The Second Georgia—Now and Then! 

Editor Constitution—I wonder if the Sec- 
ond Georgia regiment of thea Spanish war 
of 1898 knows of the record of the Second 
Georgia of '61-65. The old regiment was 
formed of companies from several different 
equnties. There were two companies from 
Columbus, the Columbus Guards and 
Semmes Light Guards; the Stewart Grays, 
from Stewart county; the Buena Vista 
Guards, the Burke Sharp Shooters, the 
Ranks County Guards, commanded by that 
prince of gentlemen, Captain Candler; an- 
other company from Harris and Meriwether 
counties, and three other companies from 
the extreme northern part of the state. 
Colonel (then captain) Styles commanded a 
company from the wiregrass country, but 
it was taken away from the regiment be- 
fore leaving Georgia. Three companies 
went into camp on Tybee island April 18, 
1861, thence we went to Brunswick, Ga., 
where four other companies joined us, and 
there we remained till July 20, 1861, when 
we were ordered to Richmond, where the 
regiment was completed. We saw service 
at Acquia creek, Fairfax Courthouse, Mun- 
son’s Hill, overlooking Washington; Centre- 
ville, Yorktown, where we were first under 
fire; then. Seven Pines and the seven days’ 
fight around Richmond, where we lost 
heavily. 

Thence we went to Second Manassas, 
and the regiment under fire, and in an open 
field, executed the movement known as 
“change front forward on first company,” 
and was thereby thrown on the flank of @ 
New York brigade, throwing it into con- 
fusion and flight; thence to Sharpsburg, 
where the Second and Twentieth, about 500 
with two pieces of artillery, held the stone 
bridge over the Antietam on Lee’s right 
against Burnside, with 15,000, from dawn 
until 4 p. m., when the ammunition gave 
out. 

Then Toombs’s brigade, in which the Sec- 
ond was, was made part of Hood’s division, 
the other brigades being the Texas, “‘Tige”’ 
Anderson’s Georgia and Law’s Alabama 
and our first battle after the change was 
Fredericksburg. We then participated in 
the campaign around Suffolk and in eastern 
North Carolina, from which the Second 
went to Gettysburg, where on the right we 
charged a sheer precipice where the bronze 
statue of General Warren stands. The 
Second watered the rocks with its bleod. 
and the rivulet which forms Devil’s Den 
ran with its blood, but the brigade, then 
under Benning (Old Rock), brought away 
three pieces of the enemy’s artillery. 
Thence we were sent to Chickamauga, 
where we lost half our men on Saturday 
and half the remainder on Sunday, but 
took a battery with six guns and breast- 
works manned by double our numbers. 
Thence we went to the siege of Knoxville 
and the starvation campaign around Mor- 
ristown and Dandridge, where the writer 
saw the blood on the snow from the bare- 
footed men of the Second-Georgia. From 
there we went to the Wilderness, Spottsy!- 
vania and the incessant fighting till Grant 
closed around Petersburg. The Second was 
posted in the works about 100 yards to the 
right of the crater, and from the 18th of 
June to the 26th of July, 184, was under a 
continuous fire. Thence we went to the 
north side of the James, where the Second 
participated in the fight at Deep Bottom. 
Tt fought on the 2th of September, 7th, 
18th and 27th of October, and in the fight 
of the 2th of September, the day that 
Fort Harrison fell, the Second faced ten 
times its numbers all day and held its 
ground. We were hurried to Petersburg 
on the Ist of April, 1865, and arrived after 
our lines on the right were broken and sur- 
rendered at Appomattox. 

There should be a monument to the regi- 
mert on one or more of the fields made 
memorable by its courage. Second Manas- 
sas, the stone bridge near Sharpsburg, Fort 
Second Georgia, near Fort Harrison, the 
scene of the captured battery at Chicka- 
mauga, any or all of them are fitting places 
for the erection of monuments to the regi- 
ment fighting against terrible odds. There 
were few men belonging to the ,Second 
when it surrenderd who had not been 
wounded one or more times. 

The first colonél was Pahl J. Semmes, 
prometed and killed at Gettysburg; Colonel 
Butt, wounded and disabled; Colonel Har- 
ris, killed at Gettysburg, after which the 
regiment was commanded by Lieutenant 
Colonel W,. 8. Shepherd, now living at Co- 
lumbus. ‘

It may be that the state convention next 
month will take up the matter and author- 
ize the executive committee to control the 
printing and distribution of tickets. This

them. 

There will be confusion in a number of 
counties this vear because they are Yrun- 
ming local tickets at the gubernatorial 
primary. Candidates for statehouse offices 
have had trouble getting the names of all 
the local candidates and in some instances 
it has been impossible to have tickets 
printed with the names of the county can- 
didates on them. 

Every candidate for a statehouse office 
has had his own tickets printed, from 50,000 
to 150,000 each. Between 1,000,000 and 2,000,- 
000 tickets are being distributed now over 
the state. Where there are two or more 
candidates for the same office, as for in- 
stance, secretary of state, neither candi- 
date prints the name of his opponent on 
his tickets. They will probably have the 
names of all the other candidates on the 
tickets but not the name of the opponent. 

The cost of printing tne tickets is not a 
large item in the campaign expenses of a 
candidate, but if one uniform ticket was 
printed by direction of the state executive 
committee, the assessment on each candl- 
date would be trifling. 

A candidate who has a strong organiza- 
tion all over the state has an advantage 
under the present arrangement over the 
candidate whose friends are not so well 
organized. 

The weaker candidates would like to 
feel assured that their names are on all 
tickets which are distributed. The one day 
primary was a long step in the right dli- 
rection and there are candidates today who 
wish the executive committee had required 
the names of all candidates to be on every 
ticket.

The confirmation of a child into a Jewish 
synagogue is considered an epoch in its 
life and from early childhood the Jews 
teach their children to look upon the day 
of their entrance into the church with 
theughtfulness and reverence. 

Shortly after being confirmed the mem- 
bers of the synagogue show their respect 
for the new members by paying calls espe- 
cially on them. 

Beyond the confirmation service, which 
has gradually come to be the principal 
feature of the feast of weeks, no other ex- 
ercises are observed at the synagogues. 
In ancient times a special meal was pre- 
pared for the day in every Jewish home. 
but of recent years this feature has been 
abandoned. However, in the homes of those 
who have been confirmed it is still cus- 
tomary to enlarge the dinner somewhat. 

The attention formally given by the Jew- 
ish world to feast of weeks has gradually 
become less, while the interest manifested 
in the feast of the passover has become 
greater. This is due to the fact that the 
glory of Moses as a lawgiver has been in- 
cluded in and somewhat overshadowed by 
the exaltation of Moses as an emancipator 
and a special feast commemorating the for- 
mer attribute appears like an unnecessary 
supplement. 

With the reform Jews in the city the cel- 
ebration of the feast of weeks ends at sun- 
down today, while those of the orthodox 
and wiltra orthodox sect, mainly the Rus- 
sian Jews of the community, will continue 
the celebration until Saturday evening.

TWO JURORS SICK; 
TWO LAWYERS ILL 


Th3 Flanagan Murder Trial Hung Fire 
Yesterday Morning. 


MR. ROUNTREE NOT PRESENT 


—_——- 


Two of the Jurors Were Too Sick To 
Leave Their Beis. 


THEREFORE THE CASE WAS CONTINUED 


Court Adjourns Forty-Eight Hours. 
Some of the Surmises in the 
Case. 


WO sick jurors and two sick lawyers 

caused the Flanagan murder trial to 

hang fire yesterday and Judge Candler 
was forced to take a recess for torty-eight 
hours 7 

When the fudge was ready to convene 
court at Decatur yesterday to proceed with 
the trial of Edward C. Fianagan for the 
murder of Mra. Nancy E. Allen, he was 
informed that Attorney Rountree was not 
present; and he was also informed that 
two of the jurors were sick in bed. 

Shortly afterwards there came a note 
saying that Attorney Rountree was too ill 
to leave his room yesterday, and this was 
accompanied by a statement from Dr. Lewis 
A. Jones saying that Mr Rountree had a 
severe attack of cholera morbus. 

This was followed by. the news from the 
hotel to the effect that Jurors Brown and 
Jeffaries were unable to get up. 

This state of facts compelled Judge Can- 
dler to announce that court would stand 
adjourned until Friday morning at ) 
o'clock. 

“But led me add,”’ said the judge, “‘that 
this case will go to a finish if I have to hold 
the jury a month,” 

Flanagan was taken back to the Fulton 
county jail and his fate !s still in the bal- 
ance, 

Of the six hours of speaking, two have 
already been taken up. When court meets 
again Mr. Rountree will speak two hours 
and Selicitor Kimsey two hours. The 
judge's charge will consume about half an 
hour. 

If Mr. Rountree continues to be too Ill 
to proceed with the ease, Colonel Glenn will 
doubtless go to Decatur, sick as he is, and 
make the concluding speech for his client, 
for whom he has fought so Jong and ear- 
nestly. 

When the jury was informed that tt 
would have to hold together another day 
it sent a request to the judge asking per- 
mission to allow it to read The Constitution. 
The judge replied: 

“The Constitution is a mighty good pa- 
per, but I must object to the jury seeing it 
just now. 1 might let them read the paper 
lf 1 had time to resOlve myself into a spe- 
clal sort of press censor.”’ 

Mlanagan'’s attorneys believe if their 
client is not sent to the insane asylum he 
will be sent to the penitentiary for life. 

In its decision the supreme court stated 
that “sufficient evidence had been adduced 
to establish a case of insanity.’’ These 
were very plain words and it is said by 
many that the supreme court will never 
permit Flanagan to hang. 

Then there is a rumor that one juror was 
heard to remark before tho triai that he 
would “like to have a chance to hang 
Flanagan."’ This is being. chased down 
by the defense in case it might be needed. 

If the verdict is against Mianagan a new 
trial will of course be moved for, and it 
ls probable that one of the grounds will 
be tha fact that the jury has not been kept 
together. 

But if, after all, the fates decree against 
Flanagan, he will be hanged some time in 
the fall, as time must be taken for the 
appeal to be heard.

IF ACCEPTED 


Congress Has Passed the Bill Providing 
for Arbitration. 


STANDARD ORDERS BACKED IT 


Populists Opposed It, Saying Labor 
Was Being Entrapped.

THE BILL WAS PROPOSED BY EMPLOYEES 


They Felt That They Knew What They 
Were Doing—Arbitration Is Not 
Made Compulsory by It. 


tween employees and railroads has 

passed congress and will no 
become a law. While this bill seems to 
be felt in some parts, yet it is a long ac- 
vanee in the direction of peaceable settle- 
ment of labor questions between the rail- 
way employees and the companies. 

This bill had the hearty support of the 
standard railroad labor organizations, com- 
posed of the engineers, conductors, telegra- 
phers, firemen and trainmen. Railway 
managers generally throughout the country 
seems to have favored it, too, and the only 
Strong opposition which was made to the 
bill came from Populist Senator Allen, of 
Nebraska, and other members of corgress 
of populistic tendencies. Senator Allen's 
objection to the bill was that it was a 
Scheme fixed up by the managers of the 
railway companies to entrap their em- 
ployees, and he declared that it meant in- 
voluntary servitude, but the employces 
have not taken that view of it 

The principa] points in the bill are: 

1 That whenever & controversy ¢concern- 
ing wages, hours of labor or conditions of 
employment arises between a carrier sub- 
ject to the aet and the employees of such 
earrier, seriously interrupting or threaten- 
ing to interrupt the business of transporta- 
tion, the chairman of the interstate com- 
mission and the cammissioner of labor 
Shall, upon the request of either party to 
the controversy, put themselves in commu- 
nication with the parties interested, end 
shall use their best efforts by media‘ion and 
cOncillation to settle the dispute amicably; 
and if these efforts prove unsuccessful 
they shall at once endeavor to bring about 
an arbitration of the controversy in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the act. 

2, That whenever’ a controversy shall 
arise between the parties indicated which 
cannot be settled by mediation and concilia- 
tion in the manner provided, said contro- 
versy may be submitted to the arbitration 
of a board of three persons, one of whom 
shall be named by the carrier or employer 
directly interested, the other by the labor 
organization to which the emp‘oyees direct- 
Ivy interested belong, or in the absence of 
a labor organization the employees may by 
majority vote select a committee of their 
own number with! power to choose the ar- 
bitrator, and the thirag shall he selected by 
the two arivitrators previously chosen. In 
the event of the failure of these two to 
name such third arbitrator within five 
days after their first meeting. he shall be 
named by the chairman of the interstate 
commerce commission and the commis- 
sioner of labor. 

3. A majority of this board of arbitration 
shall be competent to make a valid and 
binding award under the provisions of the 
act. The submission of the questions ta be 
ruled upOn must be in writing, and be sign- 
ed by the employer and by the labor .or- 
*eanizationgs representing the employees. 

During the argument On the bill it was 
euggested that there was no provision In 
tt requiring from the companies or their 
employees to arbitrate. and it was pro- 
posed to substitute for the words “‘may 
be submitted’’ the words, ‘“‘shal] be sub- 
mitted’ to arbitration. Mr. Grosvenor, who 
had the bill in charge, stated the word 
“may” practically has the same meaning 
as the word ‘shall’ in this connection, 
pointing out at the same time the impossi- 
bility of passing a compulsory measure. 
There seems to be more weakness about 
that part of the bill which provides for its 
enforcement through the courts. ‘She opin- 
ion of the representatives of the labor or- 
ganizations is that the bill makes a dis- 
tinct advance in the method of adjusting 
controversies between labor and capital, 
end even if this measure is found to be 
defective, it is believed that it will be final- 
ly amended and strengthened to such an 
extent that great railway strikes will be in 
a few years a matter of history.

MAKE THE RAILROADS PAY IT. 


Kansas Is Short of Funds and Is After 
the Carriers. 

The treasury of the state of Kansas is 
something like Spain's, and the railway tax 
assessors are hunting for a way to get 
more money out of the roaals. Having as- 
sessed the companies on their property as 
a whole, the assessors have ordered the 
roads to report all the rolling stock they 
have. When the total for an entire system 
is obtained, the assessors will make a pro 
rata division according to the miicage in 
Kansas and call on the carr.ers to come Up 
with more tax money. 

All the roads except the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas and the Kansas City, Fort 
Scott and Memphis have declined to fur- 
nish the assessors with the information de- 
sired and the attorney general has been 
instructed to proceed against them to com- 
pel compliance with tne orders of the as- 
sessors,

ROCK ISLAND THE FEATURE 


Late Weakness Almost Wipei Out 
Early Gains and Close Shows 
Small Net Changes. 


New York, May 2%.—The movement of 
prices worthy of particular note in the 
stock market today was confined to a few 
special stocks, as was also a large part of 
the activity in the trading. The majority 
of the list was somewhat dull and neglect- 
ed. This was in part due to contradictory 
movement of the few stocks that showed 
pronounced activity, but also to some skep- 
ticism over the reported presence of the 
Spanish fleet in the harbor of Santiago and 
its consequent sealing uy. The fact of the 
matter is, that the market has been ex- 
pecting for some time a sensational naval 
victory, and its failure to respond to the 
more prosaic results of successful naval 
strategy is a disappointment to the bulis 
and gives some encouragement to the bears. 
There were. however, very positive ele- 
ments of strength in the market which 


- gerved to lift prices at one time quite ma- 


terially abowe last night's close. The main- 
stay of the market was Rock Island, which 
rose at one.time 2% points. The approach- 
ing meeting of the directors to act upon 
the dividend and the various rumors as to 
the rate of the dividend and as to measures 
for the distribution of the surplus were mo- 
tives of the buying. Later profit-taking in 
this stock had no small! part in the final 
reaction in the market. Its early rise waé 
supplemented by buying for London ac- 
count of the international stocks and by 
commission house buying of the grangers. 
The local traction stocke enjoyed their sea- 
son of strength as well. Great Northern 
preferred rose an additional 4 points to 171. 
a new high level, on the generally accepted 
belief that a distribution of new etock and 
the retirement of the debenture bonds are 
imminent. Illinois Steel mounted over 4 
points with subsequent reaction. The re- 
actionary tendency centered in Manhattan, 
which was active and feverish all day, and 
fell an extreme 2%4 points, with a net loss 
of nearly a point. Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way sympazhized in this movement. declin- 
ing 3 points from the top and 1% net. This 
weakness combined with the profit-taking 
in Rock Isiand unsettled the market and 
almost wiped out the earlier gains in the 
general list. Net changes are in conse- 
quence small. There is a constantly in- 
ereasing supply of money offering and the 
emall demanda for it tndicates some halting 
in the business activity of the country.

The sentiment of the crowd 
was unquestionably bearish, but the posi- 
tion of Leiter and the danger of bull 
manipulation held the selling impulse in 
check, and as a consequence the business 
was light in volume. Leiter took hold of 
the buying side at the start, more espe- 
clally of May and July, bidding the former 
up to $1.75 and the latter to §$1.144%. This 
made the shorts in wheat some fearful that 
the prices for other months might advance 
in sympathy, and there was an effort to 
cover which sent September up to 89c. La- 
ter, however, the buying operations of Lei- 
ter were perceptibly lessened, and with 
the loss of this support and the unfavora- 
ble cables the market turned weak, the 
bears began to show courage and acted on 
their convictions. The market near the 
close of the session became very heavy 
from old crop futures.

Jobbers 
report no sales of large quantities of staple 
goods except at radical concessions from 
previous prices. In all faney lines, trim- 
mings, novelties and the like, the business 
passing is very fair. Staple cottons are 
unchanged. Print cloths are again firm. 
The bids for regulars at 1 15-l6c are stead- 
ily refused by sellers. Old goods are in 
steady demand at generally better prices 
than regulars.

“It is also true that the pride of the Span- 
lard blinds him to the truth—that he thinks 
or affects to think his country is still the 
first in Europe; and passing with a flowing 
brush of the political insignificance into 
which Spain has fallen for centuries and is 
only now slowly recovering from, goes back 
in fancy to the glorious days when the red 
flag waved over two hemis- 
pheres and her fleet ruled the world’s seas. 
And as to the history of the past, which 
is at the bottom of these halgicinations, 
every one knows it. Not educated men 
merely, but the boy who cleans your shoes, 
the porter who carries your luggage, the 
wjpeasant with his striped scarf, who tills the 

ound, the water carrier, the laborer in 
vineyard and olive ground, the swarthy to- 
rero’' who fights the bull, the dark gitano 
who plays the guitar, the peaceful sereno 
who paces the street, the very beggar who 
bothers you for alms. Bach and all raise 
their heads and their eyes glitter at the old 
names of yore, the Cid, King Jaime, Ferdi- 
nand, Isabella, Columbus, Pigarro, Cortez, 
Ximenes and that incarnation of Spanish 
greatness, the.

But public confidence has been so effectual- 
ly shaken by centuries of misrule under the 
sway of incapable ministers and weak sove- 
reigns—not to mention bloody civil wars, a 
greedy, superstitious clergy, intriguing 
courtiers and military dictators—that un- 
der the most prosperous conditions it will 
take a long time to restore it.”’
